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THE UNITED STATES ADVANCES DETAILS POR THE 
DISARMING PARLEY. 


Expectation of a favorable report from the Advisory Council ] 
In Tokio relative to full acceptance by Japan of the proposal by 
the United States for a conference on disarmament and the Far 
East, enabled Secretary Hughes to place before the Cabinet a 
report of progress which was styled after the meeting as “very 
satisfactory.” 
Much of the time at a recent gathering of the President and 
his advisors, it was ascertained, was given over to the discussion 
of the problems which have arisen due to the President’s call, the 
possible date of the conference and the personnel of the American 
delegation. President Harding himself will not be a member; he 
has no desire to play a role in the Washington conference similar 
to that played in Paris by Woodrow Wilson. 
Neither has the 
President in mind any declaration of principles such as the Four­ 
teen Points. The President, it may be said, has a personal pre­ 
dilection for “open covenants,” but the method of conducting the 
conference is to be left to the conference itself. 
Dates both earlier and later than November ll, which con­ 
tinues to be the hope of the United States, have been suggested, 
but the conviction still exists in Washington that there can be no 
good reason for a postponement if the Powers invited are earn­ 
estly interested in reaching a solution of the problem as soon as 
possible. 
The United States will not grant audience or receive any 
communication from Bolshevist Russia. 
Assurances have been given, it was learned, to Belgium, the 
Netherlands and Portugal that when the conference reaches the 
point of discussing Far Eastern questions in which they are re­ 
spectively interested an opportunity will be granted them to par­ 
ticipate. Communications have been sent to those three Govern­ 
ments. They have been told that the United States has no inten­ 
tion of slighting their rights nor ignoring their claims. The im­ 
possibility of broadening the invitations is considered to be ap­ 
parent to officials of this Government, based or the belief that if 
the door were opened to one nation, twenty others would have 
the right to demand a place at the conference table.
